WOODFORD WAITED IN VAIN FOR SPAIN’S SUBMISSION. 

MADRID, April 7, 11:15 a. m.—lInquiries show that Gen. 
Woodford yesterday believed Spain would accept the proposed 
armistice and that orders to that effect would be immediately pro- 
mulgated in the Official Gazette. Other displomats also expected 
a satisfactory solution of the crisis, but at the moment when the 
Cabinet Council was commencing Minister for Foreign Offairs, 
Senor Gullon, received the following letter from the United States 
Minister: 

“Having fruitiessly awaited since noon vesterday for the de- 
cision of the Spanish Government$it is my duty to announce to you 
that I will still wait till midnight. I beg of you to kindly com- 
municate this decision before midnight, and that this decision may 
be couched in terms which may prevent the sad consequences that 
I should greatly regret, but which I believe inevitable if things 
continue in their present state.” 

The latter was sent as a private communication for it com- 
menced “My dear friend.” 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The President has received a ca- 
blegram from Minister Woodford comcerning the Spanish Cabinet 
meeting. : 

Gen. Woodford wired that there was no action taken that 
would lead to any change in the status or throw any light’on the 
situation. | :

EUROPEAN POWERS ARE 
STRIVING TO KEEP PEACE. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—The representatives of the six powers of Europe 
seeking to avert war between Spain and the United States called on the President 
at noon to-day. The Governments of Great Britain, France, Germany, Austria, Rus- 
sia and Italy were represented. Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, was 
the first to arrive, followed by Ambassador Von Holleben of Germany. Within a 


. f-w minutes all the Ambassadors had been ushered into the blue room, and President 


‘micKinley immediately left his office and. went down to meet them. 

The call of the representatives of the Powers on the President was quite brief and 
at 12:20 p. m. they went over to the State Department and made an official visit. 
They were headed by Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British Ambassador, and Dean of 
the corps. The others included the French and German Ambassadors, the Austrian 
Minister and the Charge d’Affaires of Italy and Russia. Their entire official suite 
of attaches accompanied them. The call evidently was by appointment for they were 
at once shown into the diplomatic rgom of the State Department where they were 
joined by Secretary Sherman and A™Mstant Secretary Day with whom they were 
closeted behind closed doors. 

Sir Julian Pauncefote, as representative of the powers, presented the following: 

“The undersigned representatives of Germany, Austria-Hungary, France, Great 
Britain, Italy and Russia, duly authorized in that behalf, address in the name of 
their respective governments, a pressing appeal to the feelings of humanity and 
moderation of the President and of the American people in their existing differences 
with Spain. They earnestly hope that further negotiations will lead to an agree- 
ment, which, while securing the maintenance of. peace, will afford all necessary 
guarantees for the re-establishment of order in Cuba. 

“The powers do not doubt that the humanitarian and purely disinterested char- 
acter of this representation will be fully recognized and appreciated by the American 
nation.” 

President McKinley replied as follows: 

“The Government of the United States. recognizes the good will which has

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CONGRESSMEN BELIEVE THAT 
THEY WERE IMPOSED UPON.

WASHINGTON, April 7.—Did President McKinley purposely deceive Congress 
when he said that the reason for his failure to send his message was because of the 
danger which threatened Consul General Lee? 

The belief that he did is growing among the members of the House and Senate 
and many men who accepted the explanation unquestioningly last night are charging 
that they were “bunkoed” by the President. 

“> The idea that the excuse given by the President was a subterfuge occurred to 
many Congressmen when they first learned that the message was to be again de- 
layed, this time until next Monday morning. 

To-day the feeling was emphasized by the absence of any confirmatory news re- 
garding the disturbances which were said to exist in Havana. At the same time the 
story got abroad and was generally believed, that negotiations had been reopened 
with Spain. This was denied at the Executive Mansion, but so many diplomatic 
denials have been given out of late in regard to the conditions which are known to 
exist that the denial was not entirely convincing. | 

The feeling steadily grows that the President has used the name of Gen. Lee 
as one which would keep the members of Congress quiet while he took more time 
to work out the schemes which he has in mind. 

“I don’t believe’ a word of that story about Gen. Lee and the Americans in 
Havana being in danger,” said Congressman Sayers of Texas to-day. “I believe 
that the whole thing is a put-up job and that the telegram which Lee is said to have 
sent was largely manufactured in the White House.” 


CONTEMPLATING A NAVAL 
DEMONSTRATION BEFORE HAVANA. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—Information from a high source clearly intimates 
that a naval demonstration against Havana has been considered and is almost cer- 
tain to be made within the next few days unless Spain yields, and if this demon- 
stration results in war, the President is ready to accept the issue.

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THE POLICY OF DELAY. 


Congressman Joy replies to constituents, who.are responding 
to Boss Hanna’s appeal, in the appropriate words adopted by 
Senator Foraker, Congressman Lentz of Ohio and others. He 
asks, ‘What is the President’s policy?” 

-\lthough President McKinley invites the confidence of the 
people, he declines to take the people and their representatives 
into his,confidence. He declines to state what his’ policy is or 
to give them any light on the correspondence between this 
Government and the Spanish Ministry. We are ignorant of 
the negotiations that have taken place between Spain and the 
United States—of what the United States has demanded or 
what Spain has offered. 

The only policy the President has developed to the public 
knowledge is the policy of delay. This has been sought on 
various pretexts. The latest delay is asked on the ground that 
time was required to insure the safety of Consul-General Lee 
and the Americans in Cuba. Coupled with this announcement 
comes @ report frem Havana that all is quiet, and that Gen. 
Lee anticipates no trouble. Did not the President know a week 
ago as well as now that his message would endanger the 
lives of Americans in Cuba? Why was not the intervening 
time used to insure their safety? 

But while action is being postponed, Boss Hanna is using 
his Wall street bureau to conduct a vigorous peace-at-any- 
price campaign and to manufactufe public sentiment against 
action. Even the President’s private secretary and men who 
are closest to him are aiding in the manufacture of this senti- 
ment, Despite the statement that negotiations have been 
closed at Madrid, statements are sent out that Minister Wood- 
ford is busily engaged in fresh negotiations and anticipates 
success, although no substantial foundation for such hopes 
can be discovered. 

Is Woodford begging the Spanish Ministry for concessions? 

In view of the facts, it is natural that the people should re- 
gard the course of the Administration with suspicion. It is 
nutural that they should suspect that there is juggling with 
the crisis and that there is a deliberate scheme to dupe them 
and manipulate Congress into acquiescence with the humillat- 
ing and sordid policy of the Hanna clique. 

It is to be hoped that the President will save himself from 
hecoming the agent of these men, and that he will find the 
courage to meet the expectations of the American people.

President McMath May Yet Be Able to 
Stem the Tide of the Mayor’s In- 
fluence in the Assémbly

Now that the City Council has rid the 
Charter Amendments of the merit system, 
despite the protests of 56,000 voters, the 
programme is to rush them through the As- 
sembly before the session expires on April 18. 

The House of Delegates is not in the-habit 
of studying questions deeply, and not at all 
until it has to, and just how much time it 
will be inclined to spend on the amendments 
is not known. The Council expects the House 
to accept its superior judgment on_ the 
amendments and perfunctorily adept them. 

The amendments can not possib reach 
the House before next Tuesday evening, and 
as the “Assembly session expires by limita- 
tion on the following Monday the House 
must hold daily sessions if it wishes to dis- 
cuss the amendments, or else listen to their 
reading and pass them, as they are expected 
to do. 

The Mayor is anxious that the amendments 
shall reach him before this session expires, 
and as Speaker Lloyd is che Mayor’s whip 
in the Hguse, the prospect of “railroading”’ 


the amendments through that body are good, 


President McMath of the Board of Pubiic 
Improvements does not believe the amend- 
ments will carry before the people in their 
present shape, but as the Council has 
turned the back of its hand to Mr. seas

only hope of arresting what he considers 
nothing less than criminal defects rests with 
the House, and there it is known that Mr.

; The vital force of the amendments lies in 
the scheme for levyin pecial taxes, and 
Mr. McMath says its plan is so abortive in 
equity that the people w'll never indorse it. 

According to the Council’s plan the as- 
sessment of special street improvement 
taxes is to be based on the ———* values 
of property in the district affected. To es- 
tablish such a district a line will be drawn 
as near midway the street to be improved 
and the next parallel or converging street 
on both sides as the lot lines exist. No lot 
is to be subdivided by such lines. 

Mr. McMath points out that this plan Is 
inequitable and unfair because a man own- 
ing property in the middle of the block ly- 
ing parallel to the street to be improved 
may be made to pay more than the man 
owning property fronting it, and still the 
owner of the corner lot would be doubly 
benefitted by such improvements. The cor- 
ner lot voters are not near so numerous as 
the middle of block owners. 

Another objection urged by Mr. McMath, 
is that the man in the middle of the block 
whose property was bisected by the imagin- 
ary district line would be compelled to con- 
tribute to improving two streets, though he 
has no interest in one of them, but if his 
property fronted on two streets he would 
~ Ye to pay for four improvements instead 
of two. 


Mr. McMath thinks the present plan far 


preferable.

OUR COAL OUTPUT, 


OFFICIAL FIGURES GIVEN OUT. 


There Was an Increase of 6,270,000 
Tons Last Year, in Spite of 
Strikes and Other Troubles. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—From a prelim- 
inary statement compiled by E. W. Parker, 
of the United States Geolog'- 
it is shown that the total output 
of coal in the United States in 1897 amount- 
ed approximately to 198,250,000 short tons, 
with an egate value of $198,100,000, a 
fraction than $] per ton. Compared 
with 1896 this shows an inerease in tonnage 

about 3.3 per cent, The 
increase in the value of the product was 
only $1.700000. a little less than .9 of one 
per cent. The amount of coal produced in 
1897 was the largest on record. The av- 
eave value per ton was the lowest ever 
known. The anthracite produc tion in Penn- 
svlvania decreased nearly two and a quar- 
ter million tons, from 54,346,081 short ieor, 
of 2000 pounds to »: » 408 short tons in 1 
while the average price received at the 
mines pe r short ton was $1.65 in both years 

The fact that the bituminous product: on 

should “have shown an increase of 8,500,000 
tons in spite of the prolonged strike in the 
competitive fields of Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
West Virginia, Indiana and Illinois, four of 
them being the largest coal producing States, 
aggregating neariy 100,000,000 tons, or more 
than two-thirds of the entire output, may be 
taken as an evidence of the wonderful ca- 
pacity of our developed bituminous mines, 
Of the 29 bituminous coal-producing States 
there Were only six in which the production 
of 1897 was less than in the preceding year. 
These six were Georgia, Indian Territory, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Ohio and Oregon. In 
15 of them the output was the largest ever 
obtained. Of the five competitive States pre- 
viously mentioned, only one (Ohio) had a 
decreased production in 1897. In 20 out of the 
29 States producing bituminous coal the 
average pric ’e per ton in 1897 was less than it 
was in 189, the general average for the 
United States being 83 cents in 1896 and 81.6 
in 1897. 
Considering the industry by States, Penn- 
sylvania holds her usual position, with 106,- 
000,000 short*tons, Illinois remains in second 
place with a total of a little over 20,000,000 
short tons, West Virginia comes third, hav- 
ing increased her output nearly 700, 0) tons 
over 1896, and leadine Ohio, which comes 
fourth by nearly 1,250,000 tons. Alabama 
reached her’ maximum output of 5,893,77 
tons, and stands fifth. Iowa, sixth, lacked 
only 85,000 tons of reaching 5,000,000 tons.
